At 
that time I took the matter up with 
the Superintendent of Buildngs and 
the Law Department, and was in- 
formed that if they complied with 
the building code and no restrictions 
are on the property, there is nothing 
left for the Building Department to 
do under the law other than to issue 
the permit.
